On Seturdoy last the Mazim Gun Corpe, 
under Captain Murray, A.D.C., had 0 very 
inatruotive and pleasant outing at Sniwan 
Bay, About twenty-five members of the

215 p.m. started with four guos for the 
Commissariat pier, where they embarked on 
board the Tommy Atkins for Lyeomoon.

The hight then giving out it was 
deamed inexpedient to tndulga in carbine 
shooting as contemplated ; so the guas, after 
the water had ‘been run of and they had 
been fixed up, were taken up to the cametery 
again und the detachments fell out for well- 
earned refreshments. [t was about 5,90 
p.m, wheu the Company sterted back, and 
after o pleasant tramp through Shaukiwan, 
Quarry Bay, &o., they got to Headquarters 
at 8.45 p.m. and dismissed.

THE COINA-JAPAN WAR. 
PROGRESS OF THE JAPANESE 
ARMY. 

The following telegram waa received by 
us yeaterday :— 
Hrgosaima, Nov, 4, 2 p.m. 
Information was received here that on the 
3teat October the Japaness army entered 
Fuog-hwang-cheng. The Chinese 
broke up in disorder, the main body, with

the Generals, retiring on Moukden, while 
others dispersed north-west towards Hai- 
chang, near Newchwang, and south towards 
Takushan,; which is already in the hande of 
a Japanese force, The people of the diatriat 
are said tobe rajoicing at the dispersal of 
the ‘Chinese army which bas been looting 
indiscriminately. 

Alter the engagements near Chin-lien- 
cheng, the Jnpaness army found over 300 
Chinese corpses. 

Tho spoils that bave fallec inte the hands 
of the invading army so far consist of 5b 
guns, 1,500 rifles, 20,000 rounds of artillery 
ammunition, and 2,600,000 rifle cartridges, 
besides a quantity of baggage. , 


THE JAPANESE ARMY IN 
MANCHURIA. 

Tho following telegram was received in 
Hongkong from Tokyo yesterday :— 

Marshal Yamegate’s telegraphic report, 
dated Chiv-lien-cheng, 3rd November, 
2.15 p.m., reads as follows :— 

On the Bist October the detachment 
ander Major-Geucral Tachimi occupied 
Fongfant, the principal fortification next to 
Moukden. Tho chief part of the Chiness 


army fled towards Moukden and the ro- 
mainder in the direction of Haicheng (near 
Newehwang) and Takusan. The natives, 
having suffered from the plunder aud de- 
vastation of the Chinese soldiers, welcome 
owr army. The captures up to data amount 
to 65 cannon, 1,600 swall arms, abouy 
20,000 shot for cannon and about 2,500,000 
for amall arms, and # great namber of mis- 
collancous articles. 


OAPTAIN LANG STILE RELIRS ON CHINA, 

The following statement, copied from sn 
interview published in the Times, evidently 
| refers to Ceptéin Lang who attempted to 
revivify the Chigeso Navy during the few 
years be held command :— 


The British naval officer who was for 
nine years in the service of China aa the 
organizer of the navy of that country has 
baen interviewed. : 

‘I am altaid,’ he seid, ‘that things are 
not as they were when I left four yeara 
ago. Thore is’ eplondid moterial in the 
mien, but the inherent conservatism of the 
Chinese people, their absolute indifference 
Lo all that goes on outside, and the want 
of anything like esprit de corps pre an 
immonse sbar $0 progress.

But it. is too much 
to expect that that state of efficienoy should 
hare -beon ‘maintajned, The fect is tha 
Chinese never expected fo gota mar, They 
trested Japan with the ntmost contempt, 
god 4 ‘apan for-her part had the same feeling

FRANCE AND GREAT BRITAIN. 

The folluwing telegrams apponr in the 
Times :— 

Paris, Oot. 2.—The Figure writes to-day 
with reference to Anglo-French relativns:— 
‘England must resign herself to the fuot 
that France has uow become a Coloniot 
Power, and eannot permit Uoloaini questions 
which interest her te be treated without 
boing informed of it, and can atill less per- 
mit other Powers to interfere in questions 
which concern her alone. Tbe policy tol- 
lowed by France in the Congo question was 
a lesson if resulta to England, atid, moreover, 
the English ate oot the people to show 
obstinaoy when they find themselves faae to 
face with people whe politely refuse to yield 
their place. The English wish tu be treated 
with courtesy always. Very well, send 
them about their business, and everybody 
in Frapee will be pleased. If M. de Conroel 
does this with politeness—and be is the man 
to do it—nobody ip England will say any- 
thing.’ 

The Journal des Debais, ndupting a much 
more prodent and ratiouol style, pointe out 
that England has formally recognised the 
French protectorate over Maduguscar, ond 
the ‘only thing of which our neighbours 
cumplaio is Lbat the protectorate dove not 
work properiy, and that Frasce cannot gua- 
rontee the safety of the persona and proper- 
ty of the English inhabiting the island.

THE PROTECCION OF BRITISH 
SUBJEO?S IN OBINA, 


Tho Presa Association Tearns that Sir 
William Rebinson and Admiral Fremantle 
aro acting in conjunction with Mr O’Conor, 
tho British Ministor at Peking, for the 
protection of British life ond property in 
Obina, Although preparationa had been 
made to augment the British forces in Hong- 
kong, it was found that there were difficul- 
tics in tho way in tho matter of transport 
and camping arrangomments. Thess, how- 
aver, it ia understood, have been sver- 
come, and the British troups will be given 
camp ground on the mainland to which the 
Chineso Governmunt will have no objec- 
jection, [It is diificult tu_seo what possible 
objection could bo raised by China to our 
trvops camping on our own ground.— 
Ep. (.M.] Tho lst Battalion Shropshire 
Light Infantry, aamo 600 strong, were to 
have been rejiaved by tha Lat Battalion 
Rifle Brigade, butitis underatood that this 
atrangoment hae now been altered. 


The same authority loarna that the Bri- 
tish Government may think the time bas 
arrived when it is possible to sak the Enro. 
poan Governments to take some joint ac- 
tio in the East which would lead to the 
disonntinennso of the war between Ching 
and Japau, Great Britain originally affur- 
ad her god services to adjust the differ. 
ences between the two Powers; but tho 
offer was refused. It ig atill possible to 
offer suggestions for pacification. 


Tho India Office haa been in frequent 
cummunicatiun with the Viceroy and ths 
Comumander-in-Chief in Indin, and it is be- 
lieved that should the Qabinet decide to 
send a large fores of troups to China the 
atrangomenta could be made within a week, 
and that ng obstacle would be placed by 
China in the way of protecting British sub- 
Jocta. 

Tho serions news ng to tha progress of 
the war in the East is directing much atton- 
tion in military eiroles to the strength of the 
British land forces at stations nearest to 
the Chiness coast; and it ia atated at the 
War Office that at Hongkong, the principal 
British post in the China Seas, there ara 
now abont 3,000 troops, under Major- 
General Barker, U.B, Theac, bowever, are 
net all Europeans, the Tatler consisting of 
two companies of garrison artillery, @ com- 
pany of fortress enpineera, and the Ist 
King’s Shropshire Light Lafentry,. which 
battalion, by present arrangementa, is soon 
to be replaced by the lat Battalion of the 
Rifls Brigado from India. Beyond these 
General Barker has fuut companies of 
nalive artillery, one of vativa Engineers, 
and the Hongkoug Regiment, 1,000 strong, 
chiefly recraited in India. At Singapore 
and Penong tho military establishment, 
under Ma jor-General Jones Vaughan, 0.B, 
numbers only about 1,400 a company of 
British Artilery, the 2nd Exncoinghire Bat- 
talion, shortly to be relieved by the 2nd 
Northumberland Fusiliers, half 8 company 
of Itoyal Engineers, and native artillery 
and submarine minerg, All these troops 
only represent the ordigary garrisons, and 
neither from Hongkong vor the Straits 
Settiementa would it be possible to draw 
ang furees fur the protection of British 
intorests in Chinose ports ; so it ia assumed 
that any demands for such service would 
have to be met from India.

From the year 1665 the 
eolouy of Hongkong hed contributed 
‘£20,000 towards the expenses of its own 
defencs, Asin the cose of the Straits 
Settlements, the-raport of Lord Oarnaryon’s 
Committee upon the necessity of securing 
the defences of British coaling-stationa led, 
in 1884, to an arrangement by which certain 
fortifications were constructed, the colony 
undertaking to provide the worka and the 
Imperial Gevernment to provide the arma- 
ment. The total cost of theas defences 
amounted to £326,000, of which the oolony, 
in pursuance of itaagreoment, paid £116,- 
000 for works, Submarine defences and 
armament, of which the Imperial Govern- 
ment bore the cust, absorbed the remainder, 
‘The cost of the garrison, which was ostiniat- 
ed iu 1865 at £109,000 « year, rose in con- 
sequence of the new arrangement to an 
owount estimated in 1883 at £280,000, and 
in consequence of this increase the military 
contribution of the colony was fixed at its 
present eam. Again, as in the case of the 
Straits Settlements, the incrense waa deter- 
mined without reference to the actual cost 
of the defence, In the'easa of both colonies 
the existing military contribution was simp- 
ly doubled. Hongkong had already pid g 
larger sum for works than had been paid 
by the Straits Settlements, but the defision 
which doubled the military contribu- 
tions of both colonies placed it in other 
respects ip a much more favourable 
position than Singapore. The total atnual 
expenseof the new system of defence at Singa- 
pore wos estimated at £136,000, The 
military contribution of thet colony was 
£50,000. Doubled it amounted to £100,000, 
or nearly three-fourths of the whole, In 
Hongkong the proportion of inorease went 
the other way. While the estimated vst of 
the new ayetem of defence was much greater 
than thet of Singapore the doubled con- 
tribution amounted enly to £40,000, or one- 
seventh of the whole, It is not surprising, 
therefore, to find that, whereas the vote of 
the necessary sum haa. only boon carried 
through the Council at Singapore year after 
ear by the compulsion of the official ma- 
jority, the proposal was accepted in the 
Counsil of Hongkong with the unanimous 
consent of tho fnoflicial mombers. Hong- 
kong, whish is only 29 square miles in ex- 
tent, does not, of course, possess the suaraes 
of interna] revenue which are susceptible of 
development in the principal islands of tha 
Straits Settlementa, The publio income, 
upon which the chargé of the military con- 
tributivn falle, averages about one-third of 
the Straits Settlements, The disproportion 
in the charge is not, therefore, quite a0 great 
as it appears at first sight to be, On the 
other hand, the fact that Hongkong depende 
almost enttroly for its prosperity apon its 
trade renders the defence of the port through 
which the trade. is carried on a matter of 
vital importance to the colony. It profita ag 
a whole by avery penny of the military ex- 
penditure, and bas nothing bat gain from 
the position in which it finds itself as an out- 
ust in the Imperial eyetem of defence.

THE ‘TIMES’ ON HONGKONG. 
THE MILITARY CONTRIBUTION JUSTIFIED ! 
The Times, on Tuesday, 2nd October, 
published the following spegial article on 


Hongkong :— 


Hongkong ia one of tha British colonies 
which must regord with the utmost interest 
any developmenta of importance on the 
Pacifico, Fifty years ago it was a desolate 
island, to which ila recent cession to Great 
Britain, confirmed by the Treaty of Nanking 
in 1842, had for the first time drawn the 
attention of the world. Since then, there 1a 
satisfaction in reflecting, its agreer has pre- 
sented an almost conetant record of prospe- 
rity. The discovery of gold in Australia in 
485i, and the consequent flow of Chinese 
emigration thraugh the port, gave it within 
the first decade of its exiatence as a British 
colony nome commercial atanding, Ita ad- 
vantage as a free port singled it ogt from 
ali the harbours of the conet ga the meeting- 
point of western end orjeqtal trade. Ite 
impurtanee gould hardly fail to grow with 
the gradual opening of China to the onter 
world, and it was fully prepared is 1869 to 
take its share of the benefit ‘tporuing from 
the diversion of trade through’ the new royte 
of the Suez Canal, In cotsequetttie of the 
fraedom of the port na-atorey ate made of 
the actual yaknes of impérts.“dnd exporta, 
aod atatampnte of its. trade%are only appro- 
ximate calculations bgded' pon the tonnage 
entered and cleared insthe barboy#. These 
are, however, enfivientito indicate the gene- 
ral tendency of the trade, and the steady 
rise which has taken plage, 


The tonnage of ships entered at Hon, F 
in 1869, the year of theopeuing of tee 
Canal, was 2,600,000. “Three-years Lafar, in 
1872, it had risen to 3/800,000, “Laat year 
it was 7,177,025, The olesranves'ba ve risen 
in a nearly atmilar proportion, and tbe total 
tonnage entered and cleared last year was 
14,340,128. These figures represent on 
increase of 1892, and place the port of Hong- 
kong for the amount of ite tonnage first on 
the list of Imperial ports. The ports of 
Loadon and Liverpool run it very close, and 
if the junk trade were to be excluded from 
the estimate of Hongkong tonnage thejr.ton- 
nage would probably be greater. ».Other 
great ports within the Ewpire, auch ag 
Melbourns and Sydney, do not approach 
within a third of iho tonnage of Hongkong, 
Gibraltar, of “which the position ag a frae 
port and coaling-statian on the highway.of 
the Mediterranean more nearly resembles 
the position of Hongkong, atill falls short of 
ite tonnage by some millions,

Everything, therefara, in: Hongkong re- 
solves itself locally into a-qneation of oom- 
mercial prosperity. The political and mili- 
tury importance of the colony, great as they 
may be from an imporial point of view, are 
nesoasarily regarded by the trading popula- 
tion ebiefly in the light of a guarantee of 
the seaurity of trade, With the expansion 
of commerce in the Pacific which appears to 
be anticipated in the near future, the trade 
of the port of Hongkong will naturally pre- 
pare for further devolopment.
